URGES MOVE TO END SLUMS 


Tammany Hall Crowd Acclaims 
Both Governor and Mayor—Shows 
Unusual Interest for Off Year. 





Governor Smith started his New 
York City campaign against the 
F Ys Coy ela Coys Ms) MMR od ne) olel-1-1s MM Grey eliatarinCeret 8 
Amendment No. 6, to lengthen the 
term of the Governor and hold the 
State elections in Presidential years, 
and for the adoption of the other 
amendments with a speech at Tam- 
many Hall last night. 

The Governor, who devoted: most of 
his speech to arguments against the 
four-year term amendment, ex- 
pressed approval of Proposition No. 
1, to amend the city charter to enable 
the City Administration to put 
through the Walker housing pro- 
gram, but said that this was only the 
first step toward housing relief. 
Substantial relief, he added, could 
come only through limited-dividend 
corporations and the — 
of a State land bank. 

“The Republicans threw out. the 
State land bank because they said 
it was socialistic,” the Governor 
continued. ‘‘But they will have to 
come back to it if they really want 
te do anything to improve the hous- 
ing situation in New York City.” 


Walker Pleads for Subways. 


Mayor Walker, who preceded Gov- 
ernor Smith as a speaker, etressed 
the desirability of adoption of 
proposed Amendment No. “2, to ex- 
tend the city’s debt limit $800,000,000 
to build new subways, of which the 
Governor expressed general approval. 
The Mayor declared that there was 
only one cure for the city’s subway 
ills, and that was in the adoption of 
the amendment. 

“Give us the right to borrow the 
money,” he said, ‘‘and we will build 
the subways that will give a seat for 
every rider as long as the money 
holds out.’’ 

Mayor Walker, in urging support 
for Proposition No. 1, placed greater 
importance on his method of hous- 
ing relief than did Governor Smith 
and declared that under it the city 
would reclaim many of the slum 
sections. 

“Today I have the offer from men 
with sufficient civic pride and means 
that, if this a No. 1 is 
passed, they will supply the neces- 
sary funds and ena the ci to 
tear down these slum districts,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and build in their places new, 
modern, up-to-date, sanitary, healthy 
apartment houses for our people of 
poor or moderate — to live in. 
And I tell you that the maximum 
rent will be $8 per room —_ month, 
instead of $12 and sid, and that it 
very probably will be less.’’ 

Both Governor Smith and Mayor 
Walker were received with enthu- 
siasm by a crowd of men and wo- 
men that filled Tammany Hall to its 
capacity, and displayed an interest 
that was out of ordinary in an 
off-year campaign. John Godfrey 
Saxe presided and candidates for 
judicial and local offices spoke be- 
fore the arival of the Mayor and the 
Governor.

Oil Case Judge Is First to Con- 
gratulate Him on Speech at 
Crime Congress in Capital.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—‘‘The 

whole country. has been aroused to 
the necessity of bettering our legal 
machinery for the prosecution of 
crime,” Chief Justice Taft declared 
today in addressing the National 
Conference on the Reduction of 
Crime, meeting under the auspices 
of the National Crime Commission 
at the Willard Hotel. 
Justice Frederick L. Siddons of the 
Supreme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia; who. presided at the Fall- 
Sinclair trial, wag the first of his 
audience to congratulate the Chief 
Justice after his. speech. 

“That was a splendid message,” 
he declared. 

Mr. Taft’s address called special 
attention to methods in the selection 
of jurors. He said in part: 

“This [arousal of the country] has 
led: to the organization of commis- 


sions to study what can be done in 
regard to the matter. 


Prompt Trial Is Advocated. 


“The movement. thus inaugurated 
has focused attention on the respon- 
sibility of Legislatures of the States 


for the im we go tgrege of criminal pro- 
cedure and the importance of adapt- 
ing it to present needs. 

‘Public opinion, as manifested in 
the public press, has created a de- 
mand for investigation. Elected 
members of Legislatures have be- 
come aware of the obligation they 
are under to see to it that measures

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Women 
made a plea today for an increase in 
the exemption allowed single persons 
under the income tax law before the 
House Committee on Ways and 
Means. <A delegation representing 
the National Federation of Business 
and Professional Women’s Clubs was 
heard. It was composed of Miss Lena 
M. Phillips of New York, Miss Martha 
L. Connole of St. Louis and Miss 
Cornelia Adair of Richmond, Va. 

The committee, holding hearings 
on the proposed tax reduction bill, 
was told that the Treasury is collect- 
ing a little more than $5,572,000 a 
year from a. group of 2,012,000 single 
persons, but that the yield was with- 
out profit, inasmuch as the cost of 
administration approximated $2.50. 
for each $2.23 turned in to the Gov- 
ernment. 


Picture Unjust Discrimination. 


The Misses Phillips, Connole and 
Adair protested against what they 
described as.an “‘unjust discrimina- 
tion’? against single men and women 
who, they said; were allowed an ex- 
emption of only $1,500, whereas 
$3,500 a year, plus $400 for each 
minor child, was the exemption

deavoring to do business after an 
old-fashioned method that was adopt- 
ed seventy-five years ago. 

‘“‘No function of government is 
nearly as important as the — 
riation of public money. Still, the 
State is endeavoring to carry on the 
business’ of appropriating public 
money by a system that was insti- 
tuted, as I said, fifty or sixty or 
seventy years ago. Today the respon- 
sibility in the first instance falls 
upon 201 men, that we call the mem- 
bers of the Legislature. That is only 
theoretically true. The real fact is 
that it falls upon less than five men. 
Senator Sage, Republican Senator 
from Albany, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, made the 
statement one day at a luncheon of 
the Merchants’ Association in the 
Hotel Astor that there were not ten 
men in the whole Legislature who 
knew anything about what was in 
the appropriation bill, and when I 
followed the Senator in my speech 
I said that I thought he was gen- 
erous when he said there were ten. 


Rising Cost of Government. 


“The cost of operating this State 
per year has risen to a figure of 
$216,000,000. It is going to continue 
to rise, despite what the political 
statisticians are turning out from 
Republican publicity headquarters, 
It is going to rise. If the State takes 
on no new activity, it is bound to 


rise. This coming year alone, for 
new school teachers without any in- 
crease in the. quota from the State 
at all for new school teachers, we 
have to meet ‘an item of close to 
$2,500,000. 

“One thousand five hundred people 
were admitted to cur State hospitals 
for the insane in the last year, over 
and above cures and discharges and 
deaths. That means that we have 
1,500 more people to feed and clothe, 
to ‘pay doctors to care for, to pay 
nurses and to pay attendants. The 
State’s road program is constantly 
increasing, meeting the growths and 
development of the State and the al- 
most universal use of the automobile 
as a means of conveyance. So it is 
necessary that there be a.fixed re- 
sponsibility: definitely in some one 
man, the responsibility for initiating 
in the first instance a financial pro- 
gram for the State. That man should 
be the Governor. 

*‘Under the provisions of the pro- 
posed executive budget, the Gov- 
ernor sits around the table with the 
members of his Cabinet, the heads 
of the seventeen departments of Gov- 
ernment, and he takes the responsi- 
bility in the first instance for sug- 

esting to the Legislature what, in 

s opinion, will be required to make 
adequate provision for the support 
and maintenance’ of _Government, 
leaving to the Legislature the power 
to reduce, but not increase an item; 
leaving to the Legislature the right 
to add a new item subject to Guber- 
natorial veto. 

‘*That makes the responsibility. It 
makes for good business administra- 
tion. It makes for efficiency and it 
unquestionably makes for economy, 
and Amendment No. 1, in the inter- 
est of the State of New York and 
in the interest of the orderly con- 
duct of her business, should be 
adopted next. Tuesday. 


Need for More City Funds.

“The question of proper sewage 
disposal, bridges, tunnels, garbage 
disposal plants, the reh&bilitation of 
our public buildings and the con- 
struction of bridges are all great, big 
municipal problems that are. going 
to put an awful drain in the next 
five years upon the resources of this 
city, and any relief that will ‘permit 
the city to extend that arbitrary 10 
per cent. has got to be in the in- 
terest, not alone of the construction 
of new subways, but in the construc- 
tion of all these other public works, 
because money ‘is money. Therefore, 
Amendment 2 should be carried, and 
on this platform let me make the 
plea for the three cities up-State that 
are affected by this amendment, 
Buffalo, Rochester and Syracuse. 


For Grade Crossing Change. 


“No. 3 is the grade crossing elimi- 
nation. That amendment is abso- 
lutely necessary to’ make workable 
the bond issue of $300,000,000, be- 
cause it was discovered after the 


passage that the small localities of 
the State were unable to meet their 
25 per cent. share. This amendment 
roposes to extend the local unit to 
he county. 
No. 4. Modesty prevents me from 
talking too much about that. No. 4 
increases the salary of the Governor 
and the members of the Legislature. 
If. the Lord is good to me and lets me 
live, I will get the benefit of it for 
just one year, after having. worked 
for seven at the lower salary. Now, 
I think this amendment, in the light 
of present-day economic conditions, 
requires very little-explanation. The 
Governor appoints men.who get more 
salary than he does. Why, my secre- 
tary gets more than I do. The secre- 
tary to a Senator gets more than a 
Senator. One of the girl stenogra- 
phers in the Senate gets more pay 
than the Senators. That old salary 
was fixed away back when $10,000 a 
year was a mountain of money. 
There are new living conditions in 
Albany, just as in New York, on the 
higher plane. 
“The next ‘amendment, No. 5, pro- 
vides for clearing what the Hughes 
Commission claimed to be a defect in 
the reorganization amendment. 

“TIT don’t agree with the lawyers. I 
believe that the Governor is, by other 
provisions of the Constitution that 
must be read alongside of the re- 
organization, the executive head of 
the State and he must therefore be 
the head of the Executive Depart- 
ment. But, however, it is trivial and 
it is just as well to straighten it out 
by voting for it. 


Highway Up White Face. 

No. 7 puts the State in a position 
to build a highway up to White Face 
Mountain at Lake Placid. I don’t 


know when that highway will be 
built. There are so many great 
building projects ahead of it. But, 
nevertheless, there can be no harm 
certainly in taking a restriction off 
the sovereign — to build a road 
wherever in the judgment of the 
Governor and the Legislature a road 
should be built. 
No. 8 simply makes the Constitu- 
tion apply to counties. as it does to 
cities today when they take land for 
public improvement. They may take 
more land than is actually required 
by the arbitrary drawings of the en- 
neer. A very good amendment and 
should pass, particularly in these 
days when our counties ‘are begin- 
ping to take on activities for road 
building and for park programs. 
“No. 9 provides that no territory 
can be annexed to a city without the 
consent of the people who are to be 
brought into the city. I don’t think 
‘ou need dwell very much on that,

Thomas C. Benthall, a passenger 
agent of the Old Dominion Steam- 
ship Company, found the letter in 
the attic of his home. It is folded 
to form its own envelope and is ad- 
dressed to Thomas Watson of Balti- 
more, Mr. Benthall’s great-uncle. It 
bears ‘the postmark: of Nashville, 
Tenn., and is dated.at the Jackson 
homestead, the Hermitage, there 
March 4, 1820." The letter, evidently 
written in response to an inquiry by 
Mr. Watson, reads: 
Your letter‘of the 12th Feb. has 
been received, in answer to which 
Ido myself the-pleasure to inform 
ua I was born (as stated 
y the author of the work you have 


mentioned):in the State of South 
Saroliag on the 15th of March,

The text of the letter is written in 
the hand of Jackson’s secretary, but 
Adeline Roberts, an autograph ex- 
pert of 43 Fifth Avenue, affirmed 
yesterday that the signature is Jack- 
son’s own. ‘“‘The work” mentioned 


in the letter. is Samuel Putnam 
Waldo’s *‘Memoirs of Andrew Jack- 
son,’’ published in 1819. 

In the biographies of Jackson ap- 
pearing in various referencé” books 
his birthplace is generally listed as 
in dispute. The Encyclopedia Amer- 
icana lists it thus, but S. G. Heiskell 
in his volume on ‘‘Andrew Jackson 
in Early Tétinessee ‘History,’’ pub- 
lished in 1920, states ‘‘the evidence is 
in favor of South Carolina.’’ 

In 1925, when Congress voted to 
revise the official biographical direc- 
tory, legislators from the two States 
presented ents in favor of 
crediting their respective Common- 
wealths with Jackson's birth. These 
arguments brought out the fact that 
Jackson was born while his mother 
tarried at a house in Waxhaw, on 
the border between the two States, 
while on her way from the family 
home in. North Carolina to a sister’s 
house in South Carolina. 

It was also said that due to this 
circumstance and the fact that State 
lines were not very definitely sur- 
veyed in 1767 Jackson may not him- 
self have known exactly which State 
he was born in.

We need leg- 
islation to reduce as much as pos- 
sible the..opportunities of counsel for 
convicted men to delay a review and 
final disposition of the case 

*“‘We need legislation that shall 
render impossible new ‘trials except 
for real injustice in a trial. We need 
legislation to en the power of 
the Judges to guide the trial and to 
help the-jury in understanding the 
evidence and in reaching its con- 
clusion upon the evidence. 


For End of “‘Camouflage.”’

THE BACKWARD CHILD. 


Lieut. Col. ROOSEVELT’S specialty is 
misinformation. Some humorist, as, 
for example, Speaker MCGINNIES in 
1924, pumps it into him and he goes 
about the State pouring it out. It is 
useless to correct him. He sticks to 
his specialty. The wrath of the 
grown-ups at the Rochester Conven- 
tion fell harmless on his artless soul. 
It is better to be kicked than not to 
be moticed. So he went on making 
charges, “‘ amplifying” charges, re- 
peating the serial cyclopedia of mis- 
statement about State affairs and 
Governor SMITH invented by the 
Fiction Annex of the Republican 
State Committee. Governor SMITH 
has ‘taken the trouble to set the facts 
against the tales of the Lieutenant 
Colonel’s prompters. 

The Governor makes a neat job of 
it. ‘He explains vainly State finance 
and water power and the limit of the 
Governor’s power in the case of 
county officers. He mentions error 
after error—gross errors all—made 
at second hand by the innocent gobe- 
mouche and collector of mares’ nests. 
He leaves the young man not a leg 
to stand on; but that won’t bother a 
performer who habitually stands on 
his head. He is incapable of instruc- 
tion; and it is an insult to a special- 
ist .like him to. suggest a “ primary 
coursé ” in the State’s business. The 
Lieutenant Colonel knows where to 
find his ‘“ facts” and has only to fur- 
nish the rhetorical embroidery. 
There may be people in the State 
and out of the State who are not 
aware of his curious genius of be- 
muddlement. On them or some of 
them the Governor’s instructions 
may not be wasted. 

We dare say there are a lot of Re- 
publicans in New York who accept 
as gospel, for example, the prepos- 
terous theory echoed by the Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, that the Governor 
has legal or constitutional authority 
to inquire into county affairs. To 
these the Governor’s exposition may 

be profitable, correcting this and 
other manifestations of the special- 
ist. A certain impatience in the 
Governor’s tone is  pardonable 
enough, but shows that he has not 
that philosophic resignation which a 
school teacher must assume in the 
case of a cocksure or incorrigible 
pupil. 


NATIONAL INCOME. 


In 1926, according to the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue, the income of 
the American people was very nearly 
$90,000,000,000. This is ten billion 
dollars more than the entire national 
wealth of Germany before the World 
War. It is close to the entire national 
wealth of the United Kingdom in 
1922, Since 1921 our national in- 
come has increased by 43 per cent. 
Prices in that period have, if any- 
thing, receded; so that in the last 
calendar year the American people 
earned and presumably enjoyed an 
increase of more than two-fifths in 
the goods and services over five 
years earlier. 

The growth in national income has 
been steadily maintained, though not 
at the same rate. Whereas 1925 
showed an increase of seven billions 
over the preceding year, 1926 
showed a gain of only three billions 
over 1925. Still, the gain was there 
and is to be kept in mind when a 
recession in prosperity is discussed. 
The ‘recession is not in absolute fig- 
ures, but in the rate of increase. Last 
year was not regarded as equaling 
the peak year of 1925, yet the fig- 
urés show that.the American people

than three times the income of the 
British people. It was; but our na- 
tional income had to be distributed 
among two and a half times as many 
people as in Great Britain. This still 
leaves us with a handsome margin 
of wonderful well-being. 





THE RESPONSE TO BRIAND. 

When ARISTIDE BRIAND, on the 
tenth anniversary of our entering 
the war, announced for France that 
she would be willing “to subscribe 
“publicly with the United States to 
“any mutual agreement tending to 
“outlaw war (to use an American 
“ expression) between the two coun- 
“tries,” he virtually asked the peo- 
ple of the United States to say 
whether they are ready to join in this 
renunciation of war as an instrument 
of national policy (to use the French 
expression), or, as Mr. CLEVELAND 
put it forty years ago, to “ abolish 
“the killing of men for the accom- 
“ plishment of national ambition.” To 
this question such response as has 
been made through the press and 
public meetings has been almost 
unanimouslyfavorable. Wednesday a

It matters little whether there are 
further proceedings in the case of 
Mrs. KNAPP. The record as it stands 
is most damaging to her. Indirectly, 
it is damaging to the party which 
placed her in office and which has 
endeavored to shield her from inves- 
tigation. No one will lightly accuse 
her of personal corruption. There 
has been no evidence to establish 
that. But there has been plenty of 
evidence to show that she was in- 
competent and incredibly careless 
and wasteful in the discharge of a 
public trust. This is a sorrowful ver- 
dict to pronounce upon her, but it is 
one which she has invited from her 
fellow-citizens, and in it there is no 
doubt that the great majority of 
them, until better advised, will re- 
gretfully concur. 





OF INTEREST TO COUNTIES. 


Three of the constitutional amend- 
ments up for adoption next Tuesday 
relate, directly or indirectly, to 
county government. One adds to 
the responsibilities of counties. An- 
other adds to their powers. A third, 
without mentioning any by name, is 
designed to protect those about New 
York City from possible encroach- 
ment by the expanding city.

The tributes paid to FLORENCE 
MILLS, as her body lies in state, 
are a hint of the service which she 
did to her race. . Her fame in the 
international theatre is more than 
a sign of the advancement of ne- 
groes.

ANALYZING MOTOR-VEHICLE 
FATALITIES. 


Motor vehicles as the cause, direct 
or contributory, of fatal accidents in 
the streets of Greater New York 
have enough to answer for when the 
figures are properly compiled. At 
the end of October a total of 948 
fatalities for the first nine months 
of this year was published. The fol- 
lowing day a correction was made, 
the real number being less than 800. 
Probably many more people read tne 
original ‘statement than the correc- 
tion, There were 774 deaths in 
motor-vehicle accidents in the first 
nine months of 1927 in all the bor- 
oughs of the City of New York, ac-

The motor trucks are the worst to 
fenders. In July they killed 19 per- 
sons, in August 27 and in September 
46. In the same months taxicabs, 


totals in the case of passenger cars 
were 43, 41 and 41. ° These last 
figures must be read in the light of 
the fact that there were four times 
as many passenger cars as commer- 
cial cars in operation, and for every 
taxicab in use there were eighteen 
passenger cars. 

The inevitable conclusion is that 
the trucks and taxicabs are driven 
much too carelessly. GEORGE P. LE 
Brun, Secretary to the Chief Medi- 
cal Officer, said recently that there 
were too many taxicabs cruising for 
fares. He thought that one-third of 
them should: be eliminated. But 
what of the trucks that proportion- 
ately run over many more persons? 
There seems to be nothing to do but 
to make a vigorous campaign of 
education among the drivers, and 
visit their excesses with severe pun- 
ishment. As to operators of passen- 
ger cars, Mr. Le BRUN has recom- 
mended a “tightening up” of regu- 
lations. Most of the accidents 
occur near corners where no traffic 
policemen are stationed.

It has been for some years his dif- 
ficult task to superintend the erec- 
tion of new houses, with Govern- 
ment aid, in England. More than a 
million have been built since the war. 
But there is trouble about the supply, 
both as regards number and the rent- 
ing price. Admitting this, Mr. CHau- 


tion’’ in the fact that a steady de- 
cline in the birth rate makes it pos- 
sible to hope that before long the 
population of England will become 
stationary. 

This rather curiously puts him in 
line with Mr. Bzartranp RUuSssgELL, who 
approaches the problem as a social 
philosopher, not as a practical ad- 
ministrator. Writing not long ago 
of his vision of a new society in 
which wealth would be more evenly 
distributed, and where leisure and 
opportunity would be afforded great 
masses of people now deprived of 
them, he regretfully added that such 
a millennium could not be ushered 
in anywhere until the population be- 
came stationary. 

Thus we have a strange conjunc- 
tion of two minds of a totally differ- 
ent cast. The conclusion in which 
they agree is at least significant of 
a change of public views which has 
been sweeping in upon the world al- 
most unawares. It brings with it 
emphasis upon quality rather than 
quantity in human beings as well es 
in other ‘‘commodities.’’ It was an- 
other Englishman, BENJAMIN Drs- 
RAELI, who spoke of ‘‘that strange 
commodity called a man.”’

Armed Strength at Gettysburg. 
To the Edizor of The New York Times: 

J. N. Ware, in THs Tres of Oct. 26, very 
properly calls attention to the President's 
figures in: his address at the unveiling of the 
Meade Memorial regarding the number of 
men in the Army of the Potomac and the 
Army of Northern Virginia at the Battle of 
Gettysburg, 

Whenever reference is made to reports of 
the strength of the Army of the Potomac it 
should always be taken into account that 
they include non-combatants, such as team- 
sters, men on detached service, &c., as well 
as combatants, while Lee’s army reported 
only fighting men. At least one-quarter of 
an army is made up of non-fighting men. 

The 10,000 or 12,000 men ‘relieved at Har- 
per’s Ferry never joined the Army of the 
Potomac. 

In view of the above, it is probable that 
the fighting strength of the two armies at 
Gettysburg was about the same, 

I agree with Mr. Ware that Lee’s army 
was in fine condition. Its confidence in Lee 
was unbounded, and justly so. I believe 
Lee’s armiy was one of the best, if not the 
best, officered army in history. I do not be- 
lieve Lee’s infantry has ever been surpassed, 
if equaled, in efficiency. As to stragglers, it 
should be remembered that Lee’s army ‘was 
several days in advance of the Army of the 
Potomac, and was comparatively fresh at the 
battle. The Army of the Potomac came to 
the field by forced marches.

It was found necessary in 1894 to 
insert in the Constitution a provision 
that the lands of the State, then 
owned or thereafter acquired, con- 
stituting the Forest Preserve, should 
be forever kept as wild forest lands. 

To carry into effect the salutary ob- 
jects of this provision the State has 
acquired and now owns several mil- 
lion acres of land in the Adirondacks, 

and has from time to time added’ to 
that ownership as a result of the de- 
liberate action of the electorate. This 
policy was deemed especially impor- 
tant in order to safeguard the lakes 
and streams having their sources in 
that region, to prevent threatened 
floods, to equalize climatic condi- 
tions, to maintain a health resort for 
the people; and to. keep unimpaired 
in their native beauty the forests and 
mountains of that district. 

From. time. to time various private 
interests havé sought to nibble away 
the foundations 
adopted for the benefit of all the 
Efforts have been made to 
deprive the State of the benefit of 
the waters of this region, to make of 
it a veritable checkerboard of inter- 
secting roads and highways, to strip 
it of its timber, and to convert it into 
the equivalent of a suburban settle- 
ment. The electorate has hitherto 
jealously frowned down these at- 
tempts. In 1923, by a majority of 
nearly 500,000, the people raised their

without the slightest resultant bene- 
fit to the public. 


It has been said that automobile 
roads have been constrycted upon 
other mountains. Yes, it is true, but 
at what cost! 

In “Peaks and People of the Adi- 
rondacks,”’ recently written by Rus- 
sell M. L. Carson, the author says

‘Recently, an automobile road to 
the top of White Face has been pro- 
posed. Mount Washington, in the 
White Mountains, in addition to its 
trails has both an automobile road 
and. a. railroad... This. summit. has 
been desecrated and made filthy by 
careless picnickers who, having at- 
tained the summit without. effort, 
were unappreciative and indifferent 
to leaving it in such a condition that 
others who came after them might 
enjoy the pleasure that an undefiled 
mountain top affords. A few spots 
should be left for those who enjoy 
the out of doors on foot. * * * It is 
to be hoped ‘that the road to White 
Face will never be built, and that the

The very 
laying out of such a highway would 
necessitate the destruction of thou- 
sands of trees centuries old. ‘The 
very act of building the road is likely 
to be followed by further destruction 
following the inroad of the tourist 
roaring on his way like a prairie 
fire. Let us beware while there is 
still time. Let us not jeopardize this 
fine heritage. Let us not make a be- 
ginning which in time would be cer- 
tain to make a barren waste of the 
most perfect mountain region in the 
world, and thus render possible a 
repetition in the valleys of the Hud- 
son and Mohawk rivers of the same 
conditions which prevailed only. a 
few months ago in the Valley of the 
Mississippi. 

These are not the, fears of an 
alarmist, but words of caution from 
one who has devoted to this subject 
years of careful observation and 
thoughtful study. To vote ‘“‘No’’ on 
Amendment No. 7 is to vote for the 
conservation of the public resources, 
and will not to the slightest degree 
inflict harm upon any substantial 
public interest.

Equitable Got Award. 
SERVES ORDER ON’ MAYOR 


Max Steuer Offers Affidavits to 
Show Walker Rushed the 
Franchise Through. 


FAVORED COMPANY. IS’ HIT 


Lawyer Deciares It Is Only a ‘Paper 
Corporation,’ With No Buses 
and No. Finances. 


The Manhattan Surface Coach Cor- 
portation, unsuccessful bidder for the 
Manhattan bus franchise which was 
awarded to the Equitable Coach Com- 


' pany by t’: Board of Estimate and 


Apportionment on July 28, took new 
legal steps yesterday in a battle to 
have the Equitable Company’s fran- 
c ise declared illegal. 

Notice was served on Mayor Walker 
to show cause why the minutes of 
the board for the meeting at which 
the franchise was awarded should 
not be corrected to show that ob- 
jectors were present, and had no op- 
portunity to be heard, The order 
gerved on the Mayor is returnable in 
the Supreme Court on Nov. 14. 

The action follows the failure of 
efforts to obtain an injunction re- 
straining the Mayor from signing the 
contract awarding the franchise, The 
injunction was sought by Stewart 
Browne, President of the United Real 
Estate Owners’ Association, and was 
denied on the ground that it was not 
proved that the Mayor refused to 
grant a public hearing. The correc- 
tion of the minutes, as sought now, 
‘would give material evidence toward 
guch proof. 


Attacks the Equitable Company. 


Yesterday’s action included accusa- 
tions that the Equitable company 
was ‘‘a paper corporation, possessed 
of nothing but a certificate of in- 
corporation,” and that to put it in 
operation would require tremendous 
expenditures, which would have been 
avoided if the franchise had been 
awarded to the Manhattan company. 
Fourteen separate points were cited 
by Max D. Steuer, retained for the 
proceeding by the company. 

In obtaining the order, Mr. Steuer 
submitted three affidavits of wit- 
nesses who were at the July 28 hear- 
ing and who allege that the fran- 
chise was rushed through by the 
Mayor in an unusual manner, with 
no opportunity whatever for those 
who opp%sed the franchise to say a 
word against it. = 

As the minutes stand today,’’ Mr. 
Steuer said, Pay 4 would indicate 
that there was a hearing, and that 
an opportunity was afforded to all 
those present who desired to. be 
heard to make and present their 
respective arguments, when it is 
claimed that in truth and in fact 
such opportunity was afforded:’! 

The affidavits were made by Fred 
B. Wright, publicity director for the 
New York Railways Corporation, to 
whose affidavit were attached news- 
paper clippings reporting the session 
of the board in question; M. B. Hoff- 
man, who was present as counsel for 
the Coney Island and Gravesend Cor- 

oration, bidders for the Lapeer + 

us franchise, also awarded to the 
Equitable at the same héaring, and 
Bruce Bromley of the law firm of 
Cravath, Henderson & de Gersdorff. 


Says Bidder Was Ejected. 


“Tt is inconceivable,’’ Mr. Steuer 
said, in explaining the purpose of 
yesterday’s action, ‘“‘that lawyers 
and parties were present for the pur- 
pose, and sole and exclusive purpose, 
at the meeting on the 28th of July, 
and that they had been given fair 
opportunity for the purpose of pre- 
genting these arguments and these 
proofs, and yet no word of argument 
Was made and no proofs submitted 
or taken. The undisputed fact is 
that when a representative of an- 
other bidder for these contracts 
sought to be heard he was ac- 
tually physically and by force es- 
corted from the room. 

“Tt is essential for the further 
progress in proper form of the pro- 
ceedi to be taken in order that 
a valid contract should be awarded 
that the minutes should be cor- 
rected.”’ 

In his argument before the court, 
when the show cause order served 
upon the Mayor was obtained, Mr. 
Steuer said that the Manhattan com- 
pany was prepared with evidence and

LER FOUND GUILTY 
OF TORSO MURDER 


Janitor Falters as He Hears 
the Verdict. Which Means 
_. Death in Electric. Chair. 


LASHED BY PROSECUTOR 


Kopff Resents Attacks on Police, 
Who, He Says, Deserve Praise for 
Solving Deaths of 2 Women. 


Ludwig Halvorsen Lee was con- 
victed of murder in the first degree 
in.the Kings County Court yester- 
day for the killing of Mrs. Selma L. 
Bennett in Brooklyn on July 9. The 
verdict, which carries with it the 
death penalty, was returned: by the 
jury after 3 hours and 36 minutes’ 
deliberation. Lee will be sentenced 
on Noy. 14, 

The stolid Norwegian janitor 
shrank back a little into his chair, 
and the faint smile with which he 
has listened to the testimony against 
him vanished as Foreman Walter C. 
Hewitt huskily announced the ver- 
dict, Two court attendants half lifted 
him from the chair and he stood 
with his fingers twitching nervously 
as he gave his pedigree through an 
interpreter. He understands Eng- 
lish, but speaks it poorly. 

Lee said he was 38 years old, a 
native of Norway, and had been in 
this country. for four years. He said 
he was a carpenter by trade and 
gave as his residence 28 Prospect 
Place—the rooming-house in the cel- 
lar of which Mrs. Bennett and Miss 
Sarah E. Brownell were killed and 
dismembered last July. His answers 
were given in a low mumble, audible 
only a few feet —* 

The case went to the jury at 12:55, 
after Assistant. District Attorney 
Frederick I. Kopff had summed u 
rfor the State and Judge Alonzo G. 
‘McLaughlin had completed his 
charge. The jury then went out for 
lunch and did not begin its delibera- 
tions until 2:30 P. M. It came in 
once to have some of the testimony 
read and returned with its verdict 
at 5:56. . 

In his closing address, Mr. Kopff 
assailed the charge made by Edward 
J. Reilly, defense counsel, Wednes- 
day, that the case against Lee was 
‘‘built up by the police out of planted 
evidence”’ as ‘‘the most vicious, con- 
temptible, vitriolic attack upon pub- 
lic officials that I have ever heard.’’ 
He declared that Lee had shown him- 
self a shrewd, desperate criminal, 
and that only splendid police work 
had solved the double killings. 

While Mr. Kopff was lashing him, 
Lee sat smiling faintly at a letter he 
had just received from an afternoon 
newspaper in which he had adver- 
tised rooms to rent last Summer. The 
letter contained a bill for $1.10 and 
the threat that unless it was paid 

prompt legal action’? would be 
taken against him.

ON STOCK EXCHANGE 


Liveliest Market Occars Since 
Depression of the Early Part 
of the Year. 





In the most active buying move- 
ment that has been seen in this de- 
partment of the market in some 
months, the oil shares forged ahead 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
yesterday, recording gains of from a 
fraction to more than 3 points. 

It was the liveliest market in oils 
that Wall Street has ‘witnessed since 
the depression in the petroleum in- 
dustry became serious in the early 
part of this year. The strength of 
representative oil. securities was 
ascribed to the accumulating evi- 
dence of improvement in the indus- 
try’s position, the steadily declinin 
output in the prolific Seminole fiel 
of Oklahoma and the — of an 
increase in the price of mid-continent 
crude. 

The oil shares have been sold short 
very heavily for some months and 
there were indications yesterday. of 
an active covering movement’ in cer- 
tain issues. The leader of the group 
was Pan American Petroleum, which 
had a net rise of 3% points. The like- 
lihood that the new Ambassador to 
Mexico, Dwight .Morrow, will be able: 
to bring about a change in the Mexi- 
can Government’s attitude toward 
the foreign oil companies operating 
in that country has encouraged buy- 
ig of the Pan American issues.

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efficiencies ‘possible in concentrated industry. 
Power is the keynote of American industrial 
progress. And electricity is the only form in 
which power is available as a service. It is the 
only kind of power,which:can be delivered to 
the-user without the necessity of the user's 
producing it for himself. But electricity, in 
its carly development, was confined to short 
transmission distances and was available in 
ample quantity and at reasonable cost only in 
compact centets of population. While it was 
in this stage electric service was a conspicuous 
example of an economic asset which was not 
available to the farmer. It was*only another 
factor favoring the congested centers of popu- 
lation. Small communities had limited electric 
service because isolated local plants lacked the 
features of large scale operation and constant 
use of facilities—basic essentials of efficient 
clectric generation —and because they lacked 
the financial resources for expansion. Rural 
sections had no electric service. 
With the development of long-distance 
electric transmission adequate clectric power 
supply outside of the large cities became a 
possibility. By serving a wide territory —includ- 
ing a number. of small towns and mines, oil- 
wells, quarries, irrigation and drainage systems, 
_as well as farms located within an economic 
atea of distribution—from a single economical 
plant, efficient generation of electricity was pos- 
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sible in —J— ——— ther 
wotds, the area served by the plant. could be 
widened to ovetcome the ‘comparative Sparse- 
population. Thus the vety circumstances 
—a latge and ‘diversified demand—which fa- 
vored electtic setvice in the large cities could 
be ‘duplicated in non-metropolitan areas; and 
the farms could become part of an area amply. 
supplied with power. As the farming industry 
and the electric light and power industry, 
through cooperative study by their authorized 
representatives, enlarge theit familiarity and 
understanding of each other’s problems, more 
and more are these economic areas for farm 
electrification broadened. 

The basic problem is largely that of assem- 
bling the capital with which to form these 
electric service systems. It has been the ac- 
complishment of the Middle West Utilities 
Company and other public utility investment 
companies to finance and direct the formation 

_of such widespread systems to replace inade- 
quate local plants in small communities and to 
bring electric service for the first time to rural 
sections. In this. expansion of electric service 
facilities, power supply is made as widespread 
as the uses for which it is required. As rural 
electrification progresses, the farmers ate to an 
vet mounting degree receiving their share in 
increased efficiency. Power secks out the user, 
wherever he may be within any established 
economic area. Farms, as a result, are rapidly gain- 
ing the status of industry in their power supply 
and of the city home in their domestic comfort:

We are merely 
going to acquire a number of shares 
in a foreign enterprise in the man- 
agement of which we shall have 
very little, if anything, to say;-will 
issue certificates against them, and 
shall offer’: them to: the investing 
public. . 

“In many. instances the foreign 
companies will, for the purpose of 
having Americans share in their ‘ac- 
tual ownership,’ issue additional 
shares to the extent of such ‘Ameri- 
can participation,’ and which shares, 
moreover, are not to come on the 
market for a certain period of time. 
We shall thus be given an opportu- 
nity to assist materially in the spec- 
ulative activity which has.character- 
ized forei stock exchange move- 
ments, without obtaining for our- 
selves corresponding compensation. 

“Who, for instance, is going to 
benefit by the listing in this market 
of the shares of the I. G., the big 
German chemical combine which in 
conjunction. with. other European 
chemical concerns has recently 
formed the-big chemical trust?. The 
total number of shares that Amer- 
icans will be ‘privileged’ to purchase 
will certainly not give us, in any way 
whatever, a voice in the running of 
the trust, but will in all likelihood 
enable Europe to more successfully 
wrest from us our newly won dye 
and chemical trade in the Far East 
and in South America. 


Old World Takes Its Pick. 


**Whatever will be offered us will 
most likely be something which the 
Old World ‘will very well be able to 
do without. 


“The Chairman: of the Board of a 
prominent British-owned railroad 
company in Argentina, when asked 
by one-of the stockholders why Eng- 
land permitted all the ‘good’ South 
American deals to be financed in this 
market and whether it was because 
of the shortage of capital in Eng- 
land, replied: Whatever is truly 
good, London will always find funds 
for it.”. England takes Brazil’s cof- 
fee loans, but lets us have Santa 
Catharina and Ceara and Matto 
Grosso bonds. England finances the 
Mogyana and Paulista railways, but 
lets us have the Brazil Railway Com- 
pany. Europe tells us of the con-

SPEAKERS HIT BOND PLAN| 


De Bost and ‘dames Brown Urge 
Defeat of Amendment No. 2 
as Economy Move. 


Lieut, Cok Sir James Leigh-Wood, 
partner in the London banking firm 
of Brown, Shipley & Co.,: at the 
monthly. meeting of the New York 
State Chamber of Commerce yester- 
day, while admitting that the dole 
system: did not improve the morale 
of workers in Great Britain, main- 
tained that it represented the efforts 
of the best insurance actuaries and 
that as administered now it some- 
times hardly suffices to support 
those ‘who receive it. He said that 
when. the 800,000 unemployed in 
Great Britain were com d with a 
total of about 300,000 before the war, 
allowance. should be.made for the 
increase in population. 

“Tt is an insuruance fund,” said 
Sir James, ‘‘and you do not complain 
if your employers join an insurance 
com y. Idonot minimize—Heaven 
forbid—certain aspects of it, namely 
the bad effect morally upon the 
young man who is perfectly well con- 
tent to ca on with a small dole 
and to live in @ low 1 ng house. 
But, quite recently, we have recon- 
stituted the benefits from that fund 
whereby the younger man will not 
receive anyth ke a dole suffi- 
cient to keep him from working. I 
am sure you will all agree with me 
in these modern days that if you 
have a good honest fellow, perhaps 
a fellow who has fought for his coun- 
try, who from no causes within his 
control is out of work, we have a 
bounden duty to help that fellow. 

‘Undoubtedly the coal situation is 
the worst feature of our economic 
life one at present unsolvable. The 
customs and habits of the coal 
miners very largely contribute to 
that. There are 80,000 miners still 
unemployed. The textile industry in 
Lancashire is very bad. We hold 
our own in finer cloths, but in the 
coarser cloths we are hit through the 
Japanese, who can actually take cot- 
ton from Bombay to Japan, weave it 
into great cloth and sell it back in 
the Bombay markets at prices lower 
than Bombay mills that have cotton 
in hand. e Italians, with a low 
tate of exchange, have been able to 
hit us rather badly. 

Now for the better spots. There 
is a distinct improvement in ship- 
building. The artificial silk indus- 
try is splendid. There is a great de- 
velopment electrically, Our automo- 
bile industries are important. In 
banking, insurance and a thousand 
and one things that go to make u 
international business we are still 
doing well. As you know, we sold 
back to you $500,000,000 of securi- 
ties in the war, but there are im- 

rtant institutions which have 

ught a considerable amount of for- 
eign securities, either dollar securi- 
ties or other securities expressed in 
sterling: These invisible exports ex- 
a4 erwise we should be bank- 
rupt.”’ 

William L. De Bost, President of 
the Chamber, and James Brown, 
Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee, urged members to help defeat 
the proposed Amendment 2 for 
secre the city debt limit by 
$300,000, for rapid transit improve- 
ment.

*‘Every once in a while the city is- 
sués exempt bond, as was done with 
water front bonds, which constantly 
increased the city’s debt,’’ said Mr.
